EGYPTIAN  COTTON  NEWS  LETTER 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  April  4  contains  the 
following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton: 

Although  several  of  the  mills  here  are  in  the  market 
for  extra  staple  cotton  of  certain  types,  the  "brokers 
have  been  complaining  of  great  difficulty  in  getting  the 
kind  of  cotton  that  is  wanted,  even  though  in  seme  in- 
stances they  admit  that  the  price  offered  is  fairljr 
liberal.      *  * 

*  *  * 

The  local  market  during  the  past  week  has  been  very 
erratic,  more  so  than  at  any  time  so  far,  both  as  to 
prices  and  as  to  the  kinds  of  cotton  wanted.      *  * 

New  crop  interest  has  continued  in  certain  quarters 
of  the  market,  where  mill  men  are  figuring  on  late  fall 
deliveries.     While  the  majority  of  the  brokerage  firms 
do  not  care  to  handle  such  orders  at  present  there  are 
some  who  have  accepted  a  limited  quantity  of  this  busi^ 
ness  and  have  even  solicited  it.     One  sale  of  inch  and 
a  quarter  cotton  for  October-November  shipment  was  re- 
ported at  90  cents,  while  other  sales  of  shorter  cotton 
took  place  on  a  basis.     Prices  quoted  by  one  shipper 
who  based  them  on  actual  contracts  with  what  he  con- 
sidered reliable  planters  were  in  the  neighborhood  of 
78  cents  for  inch  and  three  sixteenths  to  inch  and  a 
quarter,  and  86  cents  for  inch  and  a  quarter  to  inch 
and  five -sixteenths . 

There  was  some  dealing  in  average  extra  choice  Sea 
Islands  for  tire  yarn  purposes,  the  price  being  around 
§1,05  to  §1.07 .     Other  quotations  on'the  same  kind  of 
cotton  ranged  as  high  as  §1.13  and  as  low  as  5.1,06. 
Medium  grey  Peruvian  Mitafiffi  was  offered  in  small 
quantity  at  95  cents  to  §1.00,  while  Tangris  could  be 
had  at  85  cents,  and  some  Haitian  cotton  averaging 
about  eighths  to  three  sixteenths  in  staple,  at  60  cents. 
Medium  grade  Sak  on  the  spot  was  offered  at  §1,15  to 
§1.20,  while  new  crop  of  similar  grade  was  quoted  all 
the  way  from  §1.17  to  §1.53  c.i.f.      New  crop  uppers 
were  offered  at  95-l/2  cents  for  medium  grade,

EGYPTIAN  COTTON  NEWS  LETTER 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  April  11  contains  the 
following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton:  * 

There  has  been  considerably  more  activity  in  extra 
staple  cotton  in  this  market  during  the  past  week  al- 
though the  sales  have  been  mostly  in  small  lots  as  the 
kind  of  cotton  wanted  is  not  available  in  volume  from 
any  one  source.    The  demand  has  been  rather  heavy  for 
eighths,  three  sixteenths  and  quarters,  particularly 
for  three  sixteenths,  but  most  of  the  mills  that  are 
in  the  market  want  white  cotton  only  and  prefer  the 
grades  middling  or  better  if  they  can  get  them.    *  * 

*  *  * 

Prices  for  white  cotton,  as  usual,  have  varied  very 
widely,  each  individual  lot  standing  solely  on  its  own 
merits,  and  instances  being  numerous  wherein  the  mill 
has  bought  practically  the  same  kind  of  cotton  on  the 
same  day  at  prices  fully  five  cents  apart. 

*      *      There  was  some  demand  for  the  longer  lengths 
in  scattered  cases,  but  quotations  on  them  were  very 
firm,  and  the  mills  as  a  rule  object  to  paying  more  than 
a  dollar  a  pound  for  peeler  cotton  except  in  rare  in- 
stances. 

New  crop  interest  continues,  but  there  has  been  only 
a  very  limited  quantity  of  new  crop  extra  staple  lengths 
actually  sold,    *  * 

*  *  * 

Demand  for  Sea  Island  was  reported  in  certain  quarters, 
sales  having  been  made  around  $1.10  for  average  extra 
choice  and  more  being  wanted  at  this  figure.    Fancy  is 
quoted  at  $1,10  to  §1.15.    There  is  also  a  market  for 
spot  Egyptian  uppers  medium  or  better  in  grade,  sales 
having  been  made  at  $1.10  or  thereabouts,  while  some  for 
shipment  from  Alexandria  was  bought  around  $1.00  and  is 
quoted  at  $1.00  to  $1,02 .    Medium  to  high  grade  Sak  on 
the  spot  was  sold  around  $1,24  and  is  quoted  at  $1.25, 
with  medium  to  high  grades  for  shipment  from  Egypt  rang- 
ing between  0X. 56-1/2  to-  $1.63-1/2. 

Alexandria  future  market  quotations  received  by  cable 
April  7  by  the  importing  firm  of  Ohoremi,  Benachi  and 
Company  of  Boston  on  fully  good  fair  Sakellaridis  are 
155  Tallaris  for  May.

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  April  18  contains  the 
following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton:

There  were  some  sales  of  Peruvian  Mitafiffi  at  prices 
in  the  neighborhood  of  §1.05  to  $1 .06;  there  is  a  con- 
stantly growing  interest  in  Peruvian  cotton  here,  al- 
though there  is  little  of  it  left  from  the  last  crop, 
and  no  general  disposition  as  yet  to  do  new  crop  business 
in  quantity. 

Medium  grade  Sak  on  the  spot  was  quoted  at  $1.28  to 
§1.30,  while  that  for  shipment  from  Alexandria  was  offered 
at  §1.62  to  §1.70  for  medium  to  high  grade.    Uppers  are 
•available  for  shipment  from  Alexandria  at  §1.05-3/4  to 
§1.07-1/2  for  medium  to  high  grades,  while  medium  grades 
on  the  spot  are  quoted  around  §1.10.     In  both  cases  the 
prices  are  too  high  to  permit  of  actual  dealing,  but  it 
is  probable  that  uppers  could  be  sold  in  the  neighborhood 
of  §1.00  a  pound  for  medium  on  the  spot. 

*  *  # 

Sea  Islands  are  quoted  in  the  neighborhood  of  §1.05 
to  §1.10  for  average  extra  choice  and  §1.10  to  §1.15  for 
fancy,  but  there  is  no  great  quantity  offering  nor  any 
great  amount  of  interest.     The  same  can  be  said  of  American 
Egyptian,  there  being  almost  no  offerings,  little  interest 
in  them,  and  price  quotations  nominal  and  unchanged. 

It  is  growing  more  and  more  difficult  to  quote  any  def- 
inite market  level  for  extra  staples  as  each  lot  stands 
entirely  by  itself  and  the  price  ideas  of  the  shippers 
vary  so  widely.    An  attempt  is  made  to  approximate  the 
market  in  the  following  quotations,  which  are  based  on 
white  middling  cotton  classed  as  to  staple  on  a  very 
high  standard  of  stapling: 

Inch  and  an  eighth,  80  to  90  cents. 

Inch  and  three  sixteenths,  90  cents  to  §1.00. 

Inch  and  a  quarter,  §1.00  to  §1.03.

EGYPTIAN  COTTON  NEWS  LETTER 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  April  25  contains  the 
following  information  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton: 

While  there  has  been  desultory  demand  for  extra 
staple-  cotton  during  the  past  week,  the  market  has  been 
very  much  quieter  than  it  was  a  week  ago,  with  very 
little  white  good  grade  cotton  offered.      *  * 

The  loomfixersT  strike  which  has  greatly  hampered 
cloth  production,  has  made  such  plants  indifferent  for 
the  present  about  adding  to  their  stocks  of  cotton. 
They  are  disposed  to  stand  pat  until  the  situation 
develops  further.      *  * 

Prices  for  good  grade  extra  staple  cotton  have  been 
affected  not  the  slightest  bit  by  the  drop  in  the  general 
Cotton  Exchange,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  they  have  not 
risen  still  higher  as  might  have  been  the  case  if  it 
were  not  for  the  relative  weakness  of  the  short  cotton.  * 
*  *  * 

Some  interest  in  new  crop  has  continued  from  certain 
quarters,  but  the  majority  of  brokers  are  refusing  to 
sell  it  just  now,  in  view  of  the  uncertain  outlook  as 
to  the  new  crop.     *  * 

There  was  some  demand  for  foreign  cottons  if  they 
were  available  on  the  Spot  in  or  near  New  England. 
Medium  grade  Peruvian  Mitafiffi  was  sold  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  §1.06  and  a  limited  quantity  on  the  spot  in 
New  York  city  and  of  slightly  higher  than  medium  grade 
was  offered  at  levels  around  §1.15.    Medium  grade  Sak 
on  the  spot  brought  $1.20  to  $1.26,  while  a  lot  of 
fairly  high  grade  Sak  was  offered  at  $1.37.  Medium 
grade  uppers  were  available  around  §1.06  or  §1.07,.  while 
average  extra  choice  Sea  Island  was  priced  at  levels 
varying  from  $1.10  to  $1,20.. 

A  demand  for  American  Egyptian  in  several  quarters 
was  reported,  the  inquiry  being  for  either  old  or'  new 
crop  cotton.     So  far  local  brokers  have  been  unable  to 
get  any  new  crop  offerings,  but  there  was  one  lot  of 
1500  bales  of  Pima  in  transit  from  the  west  consigned 
to  certain  New  England  parties  which  was  offered  on  the 
basis  of  §1.20  per  pound  for  No.  3  grade  with  no  allow- 
ance for  tare.    This  would  be  equivalent  to  approximately 
§1.24  per  pound  with  the  usual  tare  allowance.     The  lot

vt ormation  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton  continued: 

contained  a  number  of  different  grades,  "but  the  price 
was  made  on  a  No.  3  grade  basis  with  a  deduction  or  an 
addition  of  a  cent  a  pound  for  each  successive  grade 
under  or  over.     It  is  understood  that. offers  of  $1.10 
.  per  pound,  basis  Wo.  3  grade  and  no  tare  were  made  for 
this  cotton  and  refused  by  the  shippers,  and  at  the  present 
time  there  seems  to  be  little  likelihood  of  this  offer 
being  substantially  bettered. 

It  is  reported  around  this  market  that  representatives 
of  the  Dunlop  tire  interests  of  England  have  been  active 
purchasers  of  new  crop  Pima  and  have  secured  contracts 
for  the  output  of  a  substantial  acreage  for  the  southwest 
country  by  guaranteeing  a  minimum  price  of  75  cents  a 
pound,     Other  tire  concerns,   it  is  understood  a.re  oper- 
ating on  a  guaranteed  minimum  basis  of  60  cents  a  pound.
